He took charge of the 


mills at Schaghtlceikc, N \ , and after 
wards of Hunt, I'lllness & Co.'a ml'ls at

In 1872 M- Dobson met with a loss 


estimated at $30,000 by having a large 
lot of goods s'ored In Bos.cn burned and 
since then had had a(ewflres,noUeilous 
ones, however. Ihe firm finished its 
commodlouj and attractive office build- 
ing In 189J and It ia a very convenient 
and comfortable addition to the plant
